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East High is a composite picture of some of the greatest 
pieces of architecture ever built. Many of these Grecian 
masterpieces are in ruins, but even after centuries of 
continuous use, some parts of them remain today. So it is with 
East High. Not only will the outside remain, but also the 
knowledge gained on the inside will be retained for many 
years by those w ho have had, are having, and will have the 
opportunity to go here. 




You are the school for me

For Dear East High .... 



East High was launched in 1861, during the Civil War. It began at Bryant School, East 9th and 
Grand and in 1877 moved to Webster School, East 12th and Lyon. Rising enrollments prompted the 
East Des Moines Schcx>l District to build a large structure at East 12th and Court. This East High had 
laboratories, auditorium, home economics rooms as well as providing offices for Supt. Amos Hiatt. 
A training school for primary teachers was provided in the basement. "Normal Training" was 
offered to seniors. 

Since 1939 there have been many changes in the face and buildings of Des Moines. At East High 
there has been an equally large number of changes. The campus has literally exploded as 
surrounding houses were purchased, streets closed, and dozens of acres added. Parking lots, 
unheard of in 1939, are required for the multi-car families whose youth look to autos as a birthright. 
The building has had balancing additions with matching limestone on the north and south side. 
The silent dignity of East High continues to make it the symlx)l of learning of all of the structures in 
Des Moines. 

Following World War II, Duke Williams and East alumni began a drive to enlarge the athletic- 
facilities and to move East High Stadium closer to the school. In the late 1940s, the School Board 
began buying property from University Avenue south to Buchanan, between East 15th and East 
16th, for a stadium and track site. After land clearing, a quarter mile track was built and first used in 
1951, and the old stadium on East 18th Street was never used again. All East football games after 
1951 were played at Lincoln High's new stadium or at Drake Stadium until 1954. 

The School Board was faced with need for expansion city-wide in the '50s, and had no funds 
for a new East Stadium, so Duke Williams and the alumni enlisted the student body, all East High 
lxxxsters, businessmen, and the East Des Moines Kiwanis, and many others to raise funds for a new 
stadium. 

A feature of that drive for funds was the presentation of an extravaganza called "Spotlight 
Parade". This was an annual event for about ten years, starting about 1948, first at East High, then at 
the Shrine Auditorium. The Shrine Auditorium (later KRNT Theater) was demolished in 1986. 

Steel bleachers with dressing rooms were built at the new track and stadium site in 1954, 
scoreboard and field lights installed, ami the first football games were played there that fall. The 
bleachers have been expanded several times and now seat 11,000 fans. In 1966, the stadium was 
renamed Williams Stadium in honor of Duke Williams. 

Boys baseball on the varsity level was begun at East in 1948, with games on City playground 
diamonds. Several years ago, the stadium site was expanded one bkxrk south to Walker Street, and 
a hardball diamond and Softball diamond, both complete with bleachers and dugouts, were added 
west of the stadium. 

Two square blocks west of the stadium were acquired and are used for tennis courts and 
playgrounds and practice fields. In 1988, plans were being made to close another street and add 
baseball diamonds. 

In 1954 and 1955 new gymnasium and shop facilities were built around the old gym and 
swimming pool. A large new gym with balcony seating forms the south end of the structure. The 
old boys gym is still in place for physical education and practice, and a new pool extends to the 
north. The east end of the building houses a wrestling gym, weight lifting and workout room, the 
band room, and a wood shop, metal shop, and the heating plant. The new gymnasium building 
and main building are connected by a student lounge. In 1973. girls Softball and girls basketball 
came to East High on the varsity level. 

Sports are still popular at East, with some very successful years. In 1979, the girls basketball 
team was State Champion, in 1980 the boys basketball team was State Champion, and in 19S1 the 
girls softball team took the State title. In 1985, the boys basketball team won the Metro title and 
repeated this year, and advanced to the "Final Four", taking third in the state. All East varsity teams 
are part of the Metro Conference, comprised of the five Des Moines high schools, Valley, Dowling 
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and Ames. In the 1985-86 school year, East went to the five-girl basketball state tournament and 
Finished third. 

The rising enrollments of the 1960s in the East Des Moines area required that an addition be 
built at Hast I ligh School. Also, there was the matter of modernization of facilities and in the 1950s 
and 1960s an adequate high school library became a standard features of all the high schools in Des 
Moines. Thus, plans were drawn and contract let in September, 1966, for eight classrooms and 
library addition to be built at the south of the original East High School building. The decision was 
made to the use the same stone exterior finish so that there would be harmony in design with the 
existing facility. In 1973, there was a new wing added to the north of East High School, replacing 
the inadequate cafeteria and the old outmoded classroom on the third floor. This modern new 
facility again emphasized the need to maintain a vigorous academic program at East High by 
providing the physical plant to carry it out. In addition, there was an addition to the heating plant at 
this time. Both the new north wing and south wing are air-conditioned facilities. 

Probably the most dramatic change in and around East High School has been the expansion of 
the school grounds. With the addition to the north, the city agreed to the closing of Walker Street 
and this incoiporated into the immediate school grounds. Also, the square block to the west of East 
High School was acquired and converted to parking facilities. In 1975, an extensive plan was 
submitted to the School Board for landscaping and complete layout of the new land added around 
East High School. This plan totaled $250,000. When completed with plantings, East High School will 
not only be the same splendid building that it was before, but will have a more adequate 
landscaped background to show the dignity of the building. 

Other changes in the 1960s and 1970s that have taken place have been the expansion of the 
land area around Williams Field. Since this is now considered a city-wide stadium, there was a need 
for adequate parking facilities. The city installed new mercury-vapored lights on the streets adjacent 
to the stadium so this was an improvement. Homes around the stadium were purchased and 
demolished. A gradual land acquisition has been taking place between Williams Field and the East 
High School physical plant. The ultimate aim is to have an open corridor exiting from the high 
school to the stadium area. 

One of the exciting curricular core areas that has been added to new East High School was the 
communications and media department. This is housed in the north wing of East High and provides 
a unique educational offering for the students. Other projects at East High in the mid 1970s include 
the New Horizons program, as well as an East High mathematics laboratory. There is also a Title III 
Career Interest Student Survey Project as well as Title III Rent-A-Kid (Career Guidance). East High 
has maintained a vigorous project carried out with Alliance of Business with IPALCO. There is also a 
home remodeling class at East High School that provides unique opportunities for students to 
renovate older homes in the district and have practical learning experiences at the same time. There 
is also an English laboratory, as well as a learning disabilities project. Minimum performances tests 
are being developed in math, American history, English and biology. These tests establish minimal 
levels of achievements that all students should attain at some time during their senior high years. 

East still offers printing education, on a smaller scale, as part of the Graphic Arts Department, 
along with Journalism and Photography. This department still publishes and prints the East High 
Scroll every two weeks of the school year. A newer course offered at East is Computer Science 
basics, with students rotating on about 12 table top computers. 

One of the major changes in 1979 was the addition of 9th grade students, making East High 
School a four-year high school. 

Until the mid 1920s East High School was a four-year high school. With the opening of junior 
high schools, East became a three-year unit with grades 10, 11 and 12. With declining enrollments 
in the 1970s and 1980s, many elementary and junior high schcx>ls were closed. To accommodate 
enrollments, schools were reorganized: elementary, kindergarten through fifth grade; junior high. 
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sixth through eighth grades; and senior high, ninth through twelfth grades. In 1979-1980, East 
became a four-year high school. 

Through the years the principalship of East High has been a training ground for advancement to 
positions in the central office. In 1918, East principal May Goodrell was promoted to the Director of 
the Department of Attendance and Employment at the central office, 629 3rd Street. In 1970, Gerald 
Jackson moved to Department of Adult Education as Director. In 1976, Earl Bridgewater left East to 
become Director of Personnel at 1800 Grand. In 1981, Principal Norman Miller moved to the 
position of Director of Secondary Education. In 1988, Barbara Prior left East to succeed Mr. Miller as 
the leader of the Department of Secondary Education. No other senior high school in Des Moines 
has the distinction of providing as many future leaders of the Des Moines Schools Central Office. 

September 1987 enrollment at East High School: grade 9, 563; grade 10, 528; grade 11, 431; grade 
12, 521; special education, 108; for a total of 2,152.

By arousing a desire to 
rise above circumstances, a teacher can help the under- 
privileged student and aid many in more material ways.

Citation for 
Pro Meritis Award 

to 

Sr. Mary Margaret Sneddon, M.M.B. 

The story of Sr. Mary Margaret Sneddon, a 
member of the Mcrccdarian Missionaries of Bcrriz, 
and her service to Kansas City is inextricably linked 
to a small island in the Pacific. 

Saipan, in the Mariana Islands, served as the setting 
for that order's first introduction to Kansas City. Msgr. Arthur Tighc, then serving 
as a chaplain in the Armed Forces, met members of this Spanish order working in 
the prisons. When he returned to Kansas City, he and Archbishop Edwin V. O'Hara 
conceived a plan to create a home for the elderly poor. Msgr. Tighe remembered the 
Mcrccdarian sisters and their devotion to helping others and invited them to staff 
this new venture. They accepted his offer and look up residence at the old Grace 
Hospital at 9th and Harrison in the mid-1940s. 

For this missionary order, hospital work was a new venture. The concept of special 
homes for the elderly was also new. The sisters enthusiastically began the task of 
helping the elderly poor who lived in the north part of the city. 

Five years later Sr. Mary Margaret Sneddon became associated with the Mcr- 
ccdarian order. A newly converted Catholic, she was impressed with the work of 
the sisters and vowed to devote her life to this effort. She has been doing that ever 
since, spending energy and hours to provide quality care to the sometimes forgotten 
older Americans. 

Originally from Dcs Moines, Iowa, Sr. Sneddon entered the Mcrccdarian Mis- 
sionaries of Bcrriz in Kansas City on Sept. 8, 1953. She was one of the first three 
American members. After her first vows in 1956, she was sent to Saipan to teach 
English at the missionary school there. Thirteen years later she was called back to 
Kansas City to begin the tremendous task of running Our Eady of Mercy Home. Sr. 
Sneddon took charge at a time when financial problems and staffing shortages 
threatened the home's very existence. Never to be daunted by a challenge, she 
worked tirelessly not only to keep the venture alive, but to expand and improve it. 

Not satisfied with the home in Kansas City, Sr. Sneddon supervised the opening of 
Our Lady of Mercy Country Home in Liberty in 1972. She served as administrator 
of both sites until 1986. As if not busy enough with the burden of the two homes, 
she pursued her degree at Rockhurst College through the Evening School, and was 
granted the Rachclor of Science in Business Administration degree in 1975. 

Sr. Sneddon has lent her considerable administrative expertise to several boards, 
among them the Statewide Health Coordinating Council, the Regional Assembly of 
the Mcrccdarian Missionaries in the United Suites, the Missouri Association of 
Nursing Home Administrators and the Missouri League of Nurses. 

Archbishop O'Hara had the vision of providing care for the elderly poor. 
Sr. Sneddon made that vision work. The two homes stand as testimony to her efforts 
and determination. Fr. Weiss, on behalf of the Committee on Honors and Awards, I 
present to you a most worthy candidate for the Rockhurst College Pro Meritis 
Award.

In the years before the freeway engineers decided to bulldoze the small frame house where I 
grew up in the thirteen hundred block on Lyon Street, I always hoped whenever I came home for a 
visit that my airplane's flight pattern would take me over the East Side. Sometimes it would, and in 
the twenty or so seconds it took a jet to pass over my childhood universe, I would crane my neck 
to spot the major landmarks: The Capitol Building, of course, where my brother and I took our 
country cousins on Sundays to climb. I forget how many steps to the dome (I once knew). And the 
Historical Building across from the Capitol with its Plains Indian artifacts, the Conestoga wagon in 
the basement and, upstairs, what seemed to a child the most stupendous bison ever stuffed. 

In winter or early spring, when the leaves were off the elms, I could sometimes pick out 
Webster, where I started kindergarten. Standing nearby on the same school ground, between 13th 
and 12th on Lyon, was Louisa May Alcott annex, where we were switched for first and second 
grades (and where six of us - Jack Long, Dale Edgren, Mary Elizabeth Hagen, Gladys Crooks, 
Dorothy Neufner and I - began our journey through Webster, Amos (always Amos, never Amos 
Hiatt) and East (almost never East High) together. 

Flying home before the freeway wiped us out. I always tried hardest to see our house in its 
proximate relationship to East High. For it was a private conceit of mine that - with the exception 
of the Munsell boys, whose house stood directly across the street from the building's west portico, 
and Hymie Booth, who lived on Walker Street across from the gym, and my older brother - I lived 
closer to East longer than anyone. Ronnie Booth, no relation to Hymie, did not count; he lived on 
the far side of Lyon from East. Nor did Bobby Shockley. who lived on my side but later moved 
away and went to Woodrow (never Woodrow Wilson). 

I not only lived closer, longer. I also went to East longer. I went to East when I was seven to 
learn to roller skate on the broad entrance walks. I went to East when I was even younger to learn 
"rock climbing" on the two-inch ledge at the "piano noble" level. I went to East when I was eight to 
learn to swim, along with a hundred or so other naked pre-adolescent boys who created a 
maelstrom in the tiny pool with their churning heels and elbows. And I went to East with a 69-cent 
racket from Katz Dnigs when I was ten to learn to plan tennis on a court covered with cinders. And 
when I wasn't going to East, I was following the Scarlet and Black's football squad down the alley 
between Maple and Lyon, all the way to East High Stadium at E. 18th Street, to watch it practice 
under the clinical gaze of a coach who reminded me - as a little kid and later as a student - of Will 
Rogers. 

And listen. I still go back to East. Hooked on architecture, I have always taken enormous 
pleasure in showing off one of the finest Greek Revival buildings in the Midwest. My school! 

Why do I impose such self-indulging nostalgia on my classmates? Because you are my 
classmates. You always were and always will be. And need I remind us that we always told each 
other things we would never tell our parents or, more often than not, even our brother or sister? 

Consider who we are, even today. Do any of us belong to any organization which, as a pre- 
condition of membership, requires everyone to be exactly the same age, give or take a few months? 
And which is dependent upon a bonding process that began no less than fifty years ago? And 
which has been sustained over a half century, even though years and even generations may pass 
without our ever seeing each other? Without ever writing Christmas cards to each other? Without 
even thinking about each other? 

After the war, I never returned to live in Des Moines. Once a year Jean and I and the two kids 
would make the pilgrimage home to visit our families. During one such visit, probably in the mid- 
fifties, I was walking one day on Locust, a block or two west of where the city market once stood, 
when I bumped into Al Nichols. 

"Bill!" he said, "I haven't seen you around for a long time." 

"Al, I haven't been around for a long time." 

"Are you living on the East Side?" 
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"No, Al, I'm living in New York. We've been there since 1946." 

Al Nichols has been my dear friend since my Tenderfoot days in Troop 53, and I know he is an 
equally dear friend of many who are reading this reminiscence. Apart from friendship, however, Al 
and I and the rest of us share in common our membership in one of the world's most exclusive 
clubs; the East High Class of '39. So it was, I suspect, that when Al and I encountered each other for 
the first time in perhaps twenty years, a mutually-held idea clicked into place. A classmate can be 
out of sight for twenty years, but never really out of mind. 

We are an exclusive club for sure. As of this writing, there are 589 of us. Besides our 589, there 
are roughly five billion other humans on earth today. Some 250 million of them are Americans, and 
three million of those are Iowans. If we assume that the size of our class is average, we can 
extrapolate that of an estimated 28,600 living East Des Moines High School grads who finished after 
us, we are but two percent of the total. 

From a demographer's perspective, the Class of '39 must seem the smallest tadpole in the 
shallowest puddle. That, I must say, isn't my perspective. As far as I am concerned, we are 
America's I Iigh School Graduation Class. I say this not because East High is the heart I wear on my 
sleeve; as a matter of fact, it isn't. I believe instead that we are America's Class in the sense that if 
George Bush wanted to show Mikhail Gorbachev a quintessential slice of American life that spans 
most of history's most significant century, we would he that slice. 

Let me try to explain myself. 

Most of us were born in the year 1921 in the free state of Iowa, in the capital city of Des Moines 
(1920 pop: 126,468) in a working class neighborhood known as Lee Township, where a kid whose 
father wore a tie to work was thought to lie affluent. The rest of us were from families that either 
scrimped and made ends meet or scrimped and didn't. Many of our parents were First-Generation 
Americans, and some of us from older American families were the grandchildren of freed slaves. 
(Uncle Jeff, my neighbor three houses to the west, was a freed slave. He lived with his bachelor 
son, George, a janitor at the Statehouse, who, on occasion, shared his specialty of the house, fried 
opossum, with my dad. Uncle Jeff was blind and ancient. I led him back and forth to Winfrey's Drug 
Store where he bought and drank a glass of Green River at the soda fountain. For my efforts I was 
paid a penny, but I never received it until Uncle Jeff aibbed the edge to make sure it wasn't a 
dime.) 

I consider us America's Class in part because of our roots. Collectively, we were the ingredients 
of an exotic mixed salad, and East High was the bowl in which we were blended. Sometimes in the 
blending process some of us were subjected to social or psychic hurts; and even a faulty memory- 
retains vivid images of deprived kids and depressed circumstances. But mainly I remember East 
High as a salad bowl immeasurably enriched by the diversity of my classmates. 

We had no yellow school buses. We came to school by streetcar, by bus, but mostly on f<x)t, 
from a variety of poor to middling neighborhoods. (Being closer than anybody to East, I could race 
out the back door when I heard the two-minute warning bell, cut through the neighbors' yard 
across the alley, and still make it to homeroom with seconds to spare.) The labels we attached to 
our East Side neighborhoods were descriptive, if not always beguiling: Snooseville, the Bottoms. 
Four-Mile Crick, Redhead Park, the Fairgrounds, Union, Grandview, and others I would need help 
to recall. 

We were, in all our unvarnished diversity, America's Class. But it also appeals to me to consider 
ourselves special simply because of where we were born. There is an unscholarly but entrenched 
idea among some observers of the American scene that Iowans are different from other people. 
One theory has it that we are blessed with an intuitive sense of cultural balance, thanks to 
geography, relativity and the deepest, blackest dirt on earth. 

I remember as a small boy on a family vacation in California (the free pass of a railroading lather 
got us there) that an old gent in a Long Beach park asked me, "Where you from, sonny?" When I 
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told him I was from Iowa, he said, "Oh, back East." Although I nodded my head in deceitful 
agreement. I wanted to advise him that Iowa is not "back Hast", nor is it where the potatoes grow, 
nor is it spelled "O-H-I-O". (To this day I despair of my New York-reared children ever getting the 
hang of what's where, and why, in the U.S.) 

If Iowans have a better sense of where literally they're coming from, then perhaps that self- 
knowledge helps to explain why the world's first and most famous public opinion pollster was an 
Iowan named George Gallup; and perhaps why so many writers and editors for national periodicals 
also came from Iowa; and perhaps why the Iowa caucus has become the platoon point, for better 
or worse, of Presidential politics. 

Iowans are thought by many to speak with no discernible accent. Perhaps that's why so many 
radio and TV commentators sound a lot like Harry Reasoner. 

We Class of "39 people are also America's Class, as far as I am concerned, because of when we 
arrived on earth. I find it astounding, as a 67-year-old human being, that virtually nothing I take for 
granted today existed when I was born. At age four I listened through a set of ear phones to the first 
Dempsey-Tunney fight by miraculous means of a crystal set owned by a next-door neighbor with 
the unforgettable name of Birdie Bess. At six, I was dumbfounded not only by Lindbergh's epic solo 
Hight but even more by the late-night presence of a newsboy on Lyon Street, of all places, hawking 
extras reporting the feat. Also, when I was six or seven, a Stanley Steamer salesman took the whole 
family for a demonstration ride up the steepest hills he could find in town. (My dad had no 
intention of buying it, nor any other automobile until he was carried away by a maroon and black 
1931 Durant four-door sedan with a spare tire cradled in either front fender, a black metal trunk and 
a front scat whose back could be lowered to create the semblance of a bed.) 

I am not the person to bore you with still another year-by-year recap of the historic triumphs 
and tragedies we've witnessed at a distance or felt personally during our lifetimes. We can catch 
most of them as television re-runs whenever we're in the mood. Instead, let me refer you to your 
copy of the 1939 Quill, January edition, for further evidence that we were made of pretty good stuff. 

Whenever Jean and I pull out our dog-eared copy, which is about once a decade, I am always 
touched and a bit saddened by the low expectations we held out for ourselves. In retrospect, we 
know why. A 1939 graduate was a creature of the Great Depression whose future looked no more 
promising than the past. We had no way of knowing that almost immediately, as we measure time 
today, a wartime economy would change our lives forever. 

What did we dare to do? To be? 

In an age when women's lib was not even a speck on the horizon, it is not surprising that a 
majority of my female classmates said they wanted to become (1) secretaries or stenographers, (2) 
happy, (3) successful, (4) cosmeticians, or (5) nurses. Even more telling, according to my sixty- 
second survey of the Quilts pages, just two girls aspired to be practitioners of a learned profession 
although the ambition of another, long ago deceased, Good bless her, was to be "an intellectual 
genius". As one might expect from this era, a few expressed a hankering to be teachers, musicians 
(including, I was happy to see, one aspiring blues singer), lab technicians, interior designers. Oh, 
yes, a fair number of girls andboys said (understandably in heartland Iowa) they'd like to travel. 

We had a few self-declared Horatio Algers, although one of our guys, also deceased, aimed to 
get elected to the U.S. Senate (he didn't make it, but he did well); and another thought he'd like to 
hold the "Latin chair at Harvard". To an even greater degree than the girls, the boys' ambitions 
reflected a somewhat wistful view of what was in store for them. Roughly in equal numlx.'rs, but no 
more than ten per category, the boys hoped: (1) to get a job, (2) to make money, (3) to be 
successful, (4) to go to college, or (5) to practice a profession (most chose engineering of one kind 
or another). Also more or less recognizing the prevailing sense of what seemed reasonable to shoot 
for in 1939, lesser numbers favored accounting, the Navy, the F.B.I., sales and commercial art. 

One boy who said he wanted to be a minister became one. Another who expressed no such 
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ambition also became one. It was just the opposite with farmers; the fellow who said he wanted to 
go into farming apparently fell short, while another who simply wanted "to go to college" became a 
very successful farmer. 

How do I know what people became? Apart from personal knowledge, I tip my hat to Gladys, 
my friend from kindergarten and a formidable class archivist, for having sent me a bundle of letters 
and cards from the classmates over a year ago. Most of them were going on five years old, having 
been written in acknowledgment of the then-imminent forty-fifth class reunion. Scanning their 
contents recently, I found that in most cases the passing years have not dated them. (Another sign 
that time compresses exponentially as life goes on. Had we known in 1939 that Pearl Harbor was 
just around the corner, it nevertheless would have seemed so remote as to be ungraspable; whereas 
five years nowadays to our crowd is but a blink of the eye, yes?) 

More than any spin I could put on what these corresponding classmates think and feel, I find 
that their own words do the job admirably. Their observations are well worth reading. (I've cloaked 
the authors in anonymity, but if a particular classmate is recognizable through the cloak, well, 
haven't I already reminded you of our tendency toward forthrightness among ourselves?) 

• "My daughter has one girl, Shawn, age 11. She will be going to Memphis in July to represent 

Iowa in the national contest as (sic) 'Little Miss America' ". 

• "Problems, as always. Was going to get married again, but it didn't take. Now stuck with building 
a big house I don't need." 

• Yes, these past 45 years have passed rather quickly, until I kx)k in the mirror and wonder if it 
hasn't been longer. Because of my declining health 1 will not be able to attend the reunion. My 
thoughts will be there and know everyone getting reacquainted will bring lots of laughs, tears, 
and talk-talk-talk. Most of my life has been spent raising a husband and three sons. Each in their 
own way has brought happiness and pride. As I close this note the strains of 'Dear East High' 
seem loud and clear." 

• Your directory was a very nice memento. I remember wrote a nice letter - could be a 

widow. And wrote a letter. He was widowed. Maybe if he had seen the word 'widow' after 

's name, he might get INTERESTED." 

• "I have retired from diplomatic service. Eight sons, five daughters, including three Cambodian 
refugee boys, 11, 15, and 17 (brothers) who saw their parents die at the hands of the 
Communists." 

• "Wasn't 1939 a lousy time to look for a job!" 

• "It is hard to realize that 45 years have gone by when we all felt we could 'lick the world!' But 
after 45 years we have all learned that our victories were hard fought, blood, sweat, tears and 
death." 

• "I bowl and go to Las Vegas for relaxation. I bowl in a league but not too well, about a 140 
average." 

• "It was my wife's desire and my privilege that I (a physician) delivered her twice. The second 
time she especially wanted me to do the stitching because she didn't like the job I'd let someone 
else do the first time." 



• "Since my husband passed away a year ago, I have been adjusting to life alone." 

• "This retirement is the busiest time of life. Maybe it just seems that way because I get slower 
every year!" 

• "We farm 770 acres in Delaware County. Beef cows, hogs (farrow to finish), sheep, corn, 
soybeans, oats, wheat and hay." 

• "I've always been the typical housewife - and treasurer of organizations. Have been on various 
community boards but have 'retired' from volunteer work - just the CEO of the family 
household." 

• "I went over the (class reunion) picture with a fine-tooth comb. Most of the names I recalled, and 
the faces, but WOW!, what the years have done to all of us!" 

• "It's nice that you continue' to ask me (to the reunion). It's always nice to be wanted by 
someone." 

* * * 

Confession, as the above outpouring proves once again, is good for the soul, it is now my turn. 

Few if any of you have any reason, I pray, to remember an occasion called "Class Night". I 
unfortunately have never succeeded in erasing it from my memory. Class Night was to be my 
shining moment, for it was on that January evening in 1939 that higher authority entnisted me with 
setting the course for my classmates, if not for Western civilization. I was charged with foretelling 
the future. Also, Jean reminds me. with "passing the mantle" to Philip England. 

Almost a high school graduate, I dredged my pool of knowledge for the right words. I knew 
them by heart, but I had also written them down on two and a half pages of lined notebook paper 
and securely stored them in the breast pocket of my new green hopsack graduation suit. 
(Doubtless, had you known, pre-election, that my taste in suiting materials ran to green hopsack, 
you would have exercised better political judgment.) 

I rose that evening to speak in the same auditorium where, at a football pep rally a year or so 
earlier, the student body had been favored with a few peppy statements from a radio sports 
announcer who wore a wedge-shaped sharkskin suit and w ent by the name of Dutch Reagan. I 
have no recollection of what exactly he said - I invite the input of keener classmates here - but I'll 
bet my autographed Quill that there wasn't a peep about "the Gipper". Odd, considering it was a 
football rally. (As for a wedge-shaped skarkskin suit, I leave it to others to decide whether such a 
garment warrants more voter confidence than a green hopsack. I have my own opinion, naturally.) 

I opened my mouth to speak. You were all out there beyond the footlights with your families. 
With my family. You were all leaning forward expectantly, 1 imaging. 

"We who are about to go forth . . .". 

In the half century since Class Night, I have wondered whether there is such a thing as an 
invisible wasp that has the capacity to sting a person downstage, which is to say behind the ear as 
you face your audience, inducing total paralysis. I asked my grandson Jeffrey not long ago whether 
he might have an explanation. Jeffrey, who is ten, has seen every horror movie ever filmed and also 
owns one of the world's definitive collections of plastic creatures of mysterious origin. 

"Invisible wasp?" said Jeffrey, inputting his PC. "Sorry GB", he said, scanning his monitor, "No 
such animal." 

I remember starting all over. "We who are about to go forth . . .". It was not only an invisible- 
wasp but iron fingers at work, circling my neck and shutting off the air supply to my windpipe. I 
was rendered incapable of speech, but if I could somehow make my arms work I figured I could 
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fish the lined notepaper from my breast pocket. That, through an unnoticed feat of motor control, is 
w hat I did. 

Now I had my notes in hand. Instead of reciting from memory, I would compromise my self- 
esteem and simply read my speech, picking up right after "We who are about to go forth . . .". It is 
now time to confess, after fifty years of brooding about it that reading my speech is exactly what I 
intended to do. You noticed, I am sure, but I hope you have forgotten that I never got the job done, 
between them, the invisible wasp and the iron fingers reduced me to a state of comatose. 

I couldn't locate the "go forth . . ." anywhere on the page. Was I even looking at the right page? 
Would a paralytic know the right page if he saw it? 

Let me review what actually happened. Besides coming within a hair of expiring - at seventeen, 
the first of my class to go - I resorted to mumbling odd phrases as they swam into focus here and 
there on the lined notebook paper. The performance lasted no longer than two and a half minutes, 
tops, but as the mumbles subsided and I forced my leg muscles to return my body to a chair, I 
noticed that Miss Helmreich was already on her feet. All of you, I am sure, remember Miss 
Helmreich's customized expression of pained disappointment? That expression was blandness itself 
compared with the poisoned darts she was just then hurling at me. Her eyes were demanding to 
know, "How am I going to explain to all of those families out there, your family out there, that for 
the first time in the proud history of this splendid institution, we've had a student leader go insane 
in the middle of the stage?" 

Miss Helmreich never got her answer. But perhaps it's not too late. I understand that the 
presidents of the '39 classes will be asked to say a few words at the big reunion banquet. I have 
already begun to prepare myself for this auspicious occasion, and I think I can guarantee you 
something besides "We who are about to go forth . . . ". My speech will be memorized, of course. 
But I will also have a copy in the breast pocket of my glen plaid suit. And as a last resort, 
technology should see me through. If, that is, I can find someone who is willing to stand by and 
help me when the time comes, as it surely will, to turn on the tape recorder.
